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COVER  STORY 


Our  cover  coin  this  month  is  a  magnificent  example  of  a  remarkable  Trajanic 
sestertius.  It  commemorates  the  ‘Alimenta  Italiae',  possibly  one  of  the  first  examples 
of  social  legislation. 

Though  the  overall  economic  prosperity  of  the  empire  was  increasing  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  century,  the  growth  of  massive  rural  estates,  created  poverty 
amongst  the  free  peasantry.  Trajan,  taking  the  example  of  his  adoptive  father  Nerva, 
resolved  to  provide  help  and,  perhaps  with  his  own  popularity  in  mind,  decided 
children  should  be  the  first  recipients.  Pliny  tells  us  5000  children  were  maintained  by 
the  revenues  from  landed  states  donated  specially  by  the  Emperor.  Our  coin  shows 
this  charitable  act  by  the  allegorical  device  of  a  woman  holding  a  horn  of  plenty  and 
corn-ears,  a  small  child  at  her  feet,  his  head  raised  in  expectation. 

Sensitive  human  touches  like  this,  combined  with  spectacular  military  successes 
earned  Trajan  the  title  OPTIMO  PRINCIPI,  ‘Best  of  Emperors’,  also  shown  on  our 
coin.  He  w'as  still  regarded  as  the  greatest  of  all  Roman  emperors  in  the  middle  ages. 
Ours  is  a  superbly  preserved  example  of  a  remarkable  coin,  it  is  listed  in  the  Roman  list 
(C.  149)  at  £450. 


ROYAL  CANADIAN  MINT’S 
NEW  SILVER  DOLLAR 
COMMEMORATES  BRITISH  NAVIGATOR 


The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  has  announced  the  issue  of  its  1987  commemorative  silver 
dollar  which  celebrates  the  achievements  of  Elizabethan  explorer,  John  Davis.  The 
new  coin  marks  the  400th  anniversary  of  his  exploration  of  the  Baffin  Islands,  the 
Cumberland  Sound  and  what  has  since  become  the  Davis  Strait.

lohn  Davis,  one  ot  Elizabeth  I  s  chiet  navigators,  made  the  three  voyages,  from 
DSC),  m  a  fruitless  search  tor  the  elusive  North  West  Passage.  Ills  journeys,  however, 
drew  attention  to  the  abundance  ot  fish  and  tur-bearing  animals  in  the  regions  that  he 
explored. 

I  he  Royal  C  anadian  Mint  has  struck  this  latest  coin,  the  22nd  commemorative  silver 
dollar  to  be  issued  since  1935,  at  its  recently  renovated  facilities  in  Ottawa,  Canada. 

Nova  Scotia  artist,  C  hristopher  Gorey,  designed  the  reverse  of  the  coin  which  shows 
a  16th  century  ship,  similar  to  the  vessel  used  by  John  Davis  in  1587,  with  a  guiantic 
iceberg  looming  in  the  background.  The  obverse  bears  the  effigy  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II 
designed  by  Arnold  Mach  in  in  1964. 

The  1987  silver  dollar  is  available  in  proof  (frosted  relief  on  a  brilliant  background), 
and  brilliant  uncirculated  (brilliant  relief  and  background)  finishes  and  is  limited  to 
orders  received  by  30  November  1987.  The  500  fine  silver  dollar  measures  36.07  mm  in 
diameter  and  weighs  23.33  g.  The  selling  price  of  the  1987  proof  silver  dollar  (inc. 
\  A  4  .)  is  £15.00,  the  brilliant  dollar  £1 1.00,  the  proof  set  £30.00,  the  specimen  set 
f  12.00  and  the  brilliant  uncirculated  set  £8.00.  All  are  available  directly  through  mail 
order  from  P.H.S.  Mailings,  P.O.  Box  14,  No.  I  Warehouse,  Elorley  Row,  Horley, 
Surrey  RH6  8DW. 


MATTHEW  BOULTON’S 
1788  PATTERN  HALFPENNIES

The  first  English  coin  to  be  struck  on  a  steam  press  was  Matthew  Boulton's  handsome 
pattern  halfpenny  for  1788.  However,  as  can  be  established  by  perusal  of  the  relevant 
section  ot  C.  W.  Peck's  English  Copper,  Tin  and  Bronze  Coins  in  llie  British  Museum . 
this  1788  pattern  was  struck  in  a  number  of  differing  guises.  In  fact,  no  less  than 
nineteen  types  and  die  variations  occur  and  even  these  do  not  take  into  account  the 
different  metals  and  surface  finishes  which  were  utilised;  three  different  edges  were 
also  used.  It  must  be  understood  that  a  fair  proportion  of  these  pieces  are  rest r ikes  and 
mules  manufactured  in  the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth  century  by  W.  .1.  Taylor  a 
well  known  die-sinker  of  the  time.  Taylor  managed  to  acquire  a  number  of  the  old 
Soho  punches  and  dies,  as  they  were  among  a  quantity  of  scrap  metal  he  purchased 
following  the  closure  of  the  original  Soho  mint  in  1848. 

The  designer  of  the  1788  pattern  was  Jean  Pierre  Droz,  whom  Boulton  and  Watt 
first  met  when  they  visited  the  Paris  mint  in  1786. 

The  original  type  DHI  (Droz  Halfpenny  number  1 ).  shows  a  fine  undraped  bust  of 
the  King  facing  right,  long  flowing  hair,  curling  below  the  shoulder;  D.E.  on 
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truncation.  The  legend  reads:  GEORGIUS  III.  D.  G.  REX.  punctuated  with 
diamond-shaped  stops.  The  reverse  has  Britannia  seated  on  a  globe,  left  leg  drawn 
back,  and  wearing  a  robe  with  patterned  border.  I  ler  right  hand  holds  a  spear,  while  in 
her  left  is  a  wreath;  her  left  arm  is  resting  on  an  oval  shield.  The  date  is  in  the  legend, 
the  exergue  containing  a  ship’s  rudder  and  palm  branch  crossed.  A  small  letter  I)  can 
be  seen  on  the  ground  near  the  shield.  The  edge  is  'guilloche',  i.e.  patterned  as 
resembling  intertwining  ribbons.  This  coin  normally  has  a  bronzed  finish,  but  it  is  also 
known  in  plain  copper  and  in  silver.  It  was  struck  early  in  1 7SS  at  Mr.  Droz's  press  in 
Paris  and  presented  by  Matthew  Boulton  to  mint  officials  in  the  early  summer. 

Boulton  also  struck  these  pieces  at  his  Soho  mint  a  little  later,  and  some  of  these 
carry  the  inscribed  edge:  RENDER  TO  CESAR  THE  THINGS  WHICH  ARE 
CESARS.  Although  the  reverses  of  these  later  pieces  (Dili  1)  are  identical  with  the 
early  ones,  the  obverse  dies  had  been  lightly  repolished  in  parts,  in  order  to  remove 
rust  marks  caused  by  careless  storage.  Unfortunately,  a  little  of  the  fine  detail  of  the 
design  suffered  also.  As  well  as  the  copper  and  bronzed  flans,  these  were  struck  in  gilt 
copper  of  two  different  hues;  one  of  normal  gold  colour,  the  other  ‘brown  gilt'  with  a 
slightly  coppery  tinge.  Silver-plated  pieces  also  exist,  probably  to  resemble  the  early 
silver  patterns  mentioned  above.  These  later  strikings  served  Boulton  mainly  as 
presentation  pieces  for  his  friends. 

There  is  a  pattern  (DH2)  very  similar  to  Dili  except  for  the  fact  that  the  obverse 
shows  an  eagle's  head  on  thunderbolt  below  the  King's  bust;  this  piece  has  a  plain 
edge.  The  early  Soho  version  exists  only  in  plain  copper,  but  there  are  a  couple  of 
restrikes  by  Taylor  (R18  and  R19)  which  employ  the  same  obverse  die,  though  in  a 
rusty  and  partially  repolished  state.  The  big  drawback  with  Taylor's  practise  of 
'improving'  the  dies  was  that  in  the  process  he  also  weakened  and  removed  some  of  the 
detail  of  the  actual  design;  much  more  so  than  did  Matthew  Boulton  on  his  late  Soho 
pieces.  The  reverse  of  R1S  originates  from  the  reverse  of  Dili  but,  in  the  period 
between  Boulton's  late  Soho  strikings  and  Taylor's  work,  the  condition  of  the  die  had 
deteriorated  considerably.  Taylor,  in  fact,  made  a  trial  striking  of  this  reverse  (Rl, 
uniface),  but  w^as  obviously  unimpressed,  so  he  put  the  die  aside  to  be  later  'repaired' 
and  altered  before  eventually  striking  R1S. 

The  reverse  of  restrike  R19  is  an  example  of  Taylor's  concocted  varieties.  The  figure 
of  Britannia  is  virtually  identical  with  that  on  R18  and  must  therefore  have  been 
produced  from  the  same  punch.  However,  this  piece  has  the  date  in  the  exergue 
(resulting  in  the  exclusion  of  the  rudder  and  palm  branch),  the  small  letter  D  is 
omitted,  and  there  are  other  minor  differences  including  the  positioning  of  the 
BRITANNIA  legend.  No  Droz  original  combines  this  particular  figure  of  Britannia 
with  the  exergual  date.  As  well  as  bronzed  specimens,  RES  and  R 19  exist  in  silver;  R19 
also  in  aluminium. 

The  only  other  Droz  figure  of  Britannia  used  on  original  1788  halfpennies  is,  in  fact, 
very  similar  in  general  style  to  that  on  the  DH1  reverse,  but  she  is  now  clothed  in  a 
clinging  drapery,  instead  of  the  long  flowing  robe,  and  her  left  leg  is  extended  forwards 
(not  back  as  on  DHl).  The  designer's  initial  D  is  omitted  and  the  exergue  contains  the 
date  instead  of  the  rudder  and  palm  branch.  The  obverse  of  this  piece  (Dl  13)  shows  the 
King's  bust  in  slightly  different  style  from  the  earlier  ones,  especially  regarding  some 
of  the  hair  curls;  also,  the  initials  DF  do  not  appear  on  the  truncation.  DI 13,  which  has 
a  plain  edge,  occurs  in  plain  copper  and  gilt  copper. 

DH4  has  the  same  obverse  as  DH3  (both  are  early  Soho  strikings),  but  the  reverse  is 
from  the  die  of  DHl.  There  are  three  different  edges  for  this  type:  ( 1 )  guilloche,  (2) 
inscribed  'Render  to  Cesar',  etc.,  and  (3)  plain.  The  last  of  these  is  a  trial  striking 
without  a  collar  and  is  probably  unique.  DH4  exists  in  gilt,  bronzed,  and  plain  copper. 
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Ihe  pattern  1)1112  has  an  interesting  obverse  variety.  The  designer  s  signature 
DROZ  .  F  .  appears  in  raised  letters  in  the  field  below  the  bust,  near  the  toothed 
border  and,  instead  ot  the  usual  type  of  stop  after  REX,  it  is  in  the  form  of  an 
ornamental  flower.  The  bust  of  George  III  varies  a  little  from  the  previous  types,  with 
considerable  changes  in  the  hair  stvle  at  the  neck,  shoulders,  and  truncation.  I  Ins 
obverse  is  generally  regarded  to  be  the  finest  in  the  Droz  series,  but  it  was  normally 
paired  with  the  1790  reverses.  However,  the  piece  we  are  concerned  with  now 
(l)f  112).  has  the  1788  reverse  and  is  known  only  in  gilt  copper  with  a  guilloche  edge.  It 
must  be  considered  a  mule  of  the  late  Soho  period,  struck  for  presentation  purposes 
only. 

I)f  1 13  again  features  the  popular  Dl  1 1  reverse  and  has  an  obverse  exactly  as  Df  1 12, 
except  that  the  signature  does  not  appear.  It  exists  only  m  plain  copper  with  a 
guilloche  edge. 

Taylor  produced  a  somewhat  confusing  restrike  (R4)  which  uses  the  obverse  die  ot 
the  Bermuda  penny  -  but  in  slightly  worn  and  altered  state.  An  additional  curl  can  be 
seen  below  the  King's  shoulder,  the  ordinary  stops  in  the  legend  have  been  changed  to 
diamond-shaped  stops,  except  the  last  which  is  again  in  the  form  of  a  flower.  This  now 
closely  resembles  the  obverse  of  L)H  12  described  above.  The  reverse  is  from  the  die  of 
Rl.  It  is  known  in  plain  copper  only. 

Restrikes  R23  and  R24  have  similar  obverses  to  R4;  the  Bermuda  penny  die  has 
again  been  used,  w  ith  similar  alterations  to  those  mentioned  above,  but  w  ith  additional 
recutting  to  the  hair  beneath  the  truncation.  Several  of  the  letters  have  been  poorly 
recut,  especially  the  X  of  REX.  The  reverses  correspond  with  R18  and  R19  respect¬ 
ively.  Both  were  struck  in  silver  and  in  bronzed  copper;  R23  also  in  aluminium. 

These  two  reverses  are  to  be  found  again  on  three  other  pairs  of  1788  restrikes:  R4b 
and  R47,  R67  and  R68,  R82  and  R83.  These  till  feature  obverse  dies  by  Conrad 
kiichlcr,  who  designed  the  Soho  currency  coinage  of  1747  to  1807.  The  first  two  have 
the  obverse  normally  associated  with  kiichler’s  1795  patterns,  the  second  pair  has  the 
obverse  very  much  like  the  cartwheel  currency  pennies,  and  the  last  pair  shows  a  bust 
somewhat  similar  to  that  on  the  adopted  1799  halfpenny,  but  with  the  King's  head 
bearing  a  large  crown.  R46  and  R47,  R82  and  R83  were  struck  in  aluminium;  R47  also 
in  silver.  R67  and  R68  are  to  be  found  in  silver,  and  plain  copper.  All  Taylor's  restrikes 
dated  1788  have  a  plain  edge.

Austria  boasted  a  remarkably  conservative  coinage  from  the  sixteenth  century,  with 
the  Imperial  eagle  and  the  shield  reverse  designs  being  combined  on  ali  silver  issues— 
the  taler  and  its  fractions,  the  kreuzer  (valued  at  1/ 1 2()th  of  a  taler),  and  the  pfennig 
( l-kreuzer).  Multiples  of  the  kreuzer,  the  sechser  (6-kreuzer)  and  groschen 
(3-kreuzer),  and  later  the  10,  15  and  30-kreuzer.  followed  in  the  seventeenth  century. 

Despite  Austria's  pre-eminence  in  Europe,  dominating  as  she  did  territory  stretch¬ 
ing  from  the  North  Sea  in  the  west  to  the  Balkan  limits  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  in  the 
east,  she  had  few  ambitions  outside  of  Europe.  While  England,  France  and  Spain 
sailed  the  seven  seas  in  search  of  new  lands  to  add  to  their  own  Empires,  Austria 
seemed  content  merely  to  hold  on  to  what  she  had,  occasionally  reaching  out  to  snatch 
another  piece  of  land  through  a  fortuitous  marriage.  Between  1515  and  1519,  the 
devolution  of  the  succession  of  four  European  Royal  Houses  upon  Charles  V  created 
an  empire  unseen  in  Europe  since  the  height  of  the  Roman  domination:  all  of  present- 
day  Austria,  Bohemia  (today  the  dominant  portion  of  Czechoslovakia),  the  county  of 
Bureau  on  the  Bavarian-Wurttemburg  border,  Hungary,  Transylvania,  and  much  of 
Romania,  Galicia  (in  Poland),  parts  of  Yugoslavia,  Gorz  and  Milan  in  Italy,  Luxem¬ 
bourg  and  most  of  what  is  now  Belgium,  Spain,  Sardinia,  Sicily  and  the  Kingdom  of 
Naples,  too.  This  unity  dissolved  upon  Charles'  abdication  in  1555,  following  Ins 
humiliation  at  the  hands  of  the  French  Henry  IF  To  his  son  Philip  he  gave  the 
Kingdom  of  Spain  and  the  sovreignty  of  both  Burgundy  and  the  Low  Countries,  to  Ins 
younger  brother  Ferdinand,  the  Empire  and  the  original  heritage  of  the  House  of 
Austria  (the  War  of  the  Spanish  Succession  returned  the  Low  Countries  to  Austria). 
Yet  only  the  Spanish  Habsburgs  attempted  any  colonial  expansion,  their  Austrian 
counterparts  concentrating  more  on  building  up  trading  links  with  those  lands  who  had 
not  succumbed  to  European  domination,  around  the  Red  Sea  and  what  is  today  Saudi 
Arabia,  Abyssinia  and,  on  a  more  peripheral  basis,  certain  Portuguese  possessions  in 
Africa:  Angola  and  Mozambique. 

It  is  thanks  to  these  Eastern  interests  that  we  still  have  the  taler  today.  Throughout 
Maria  Theresa's  thirty-five  year  reign,  three  distinct  types  of  taler  circulated  through¬ 
out  the  Empire,  in  the  names  of  Maria  Theresa,  her  husband  Franz  1  and,  following 
the  death  of  the  Emperor  in  1765,  her  son  Joseph  IF  A  fourth  type,  issued  by  Joseph  in 
the  name  of  his  father,  also  appeared,  in  1765,  while  a  fifth  type,  without  bust,  was 
issued  towards  the  end  of  Maria  Theresa's  reign,  apparently  specifically  to  pav  the 
army.  All  three  talers  were  worth  the  same,  that  is  23.39  gr.  fine  silver  (following  the 
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reduction  from  25.22  in  1750,  and  23.41  three  years  later),  and  all  circulated  equally 
freely  in  the  Levant.  However,  in  January  1781,  two  months  after  Maria  Theresa's 
death  (in  Vienna,  on  29  November),  a  banking  firm  in  Arabia  sent  a  consignment  of 
silver  bullion  to  the  mint  at  Gunzburg  with  the  request  that  it  be  coined  into  the  talers 
of  Maria  Theresa — a  type  which  the  mint  officials  considered  now  to  be  obsolete.  The 
reason  for  the  request,  the  bankers  said,  was  simple.  The  Arabs  simply  didn’t  trust  any 
other  coin!

The  mint  at  Gunzburg  had  been  opened  in  1764  specifically  to  strike  talers  for  the 
Levantine  trade  centres;  figures  for  its  first  year  of  operations  are  not  available,  but  in 
1765,  Gunzburg  struck  almost  twice  as  many  talers  as  either  of  the  other  mints 
involved  in  production,  Vienna  and  Hall;  indeed,  out  of  the  13,786,346  talers  known 
to  have  been  struck  between  1751  and  1780,  more  than  half  were  produced  by 
Gunzburg  {Ulus.  1). 

No  figures  exist  for  the  production  of  the  taler  between  1781  and  1784,  beyond  a 
trifling  360,636  struck  at  Kremnitz  at  the  beginning  of  the  period,  but  it  is  certain  that 
on  22  February  1781,  the  Hofkammer  in  Vienna  gave  Gunzburg  permission  to  fill  the 
Arabian  order,  using  the  existing  dies.  Only  in  November  1783,  when  a  fresh  order  was 
placed  for  the  taler,  did  the  Viennese  authorities  finally  realise  that  the  demand  for  the 
Maria  Theresa  taler  was  not  some  strange  Levantine  caprice,  and  on  1  December  the 
Gunzburg  mint  was  authorised  to  cut  fresh  dies  for  the  coin. 

The  taler  which  circulates  today  amongst  dealers  and  collectors  is,  in  fact,  the 
product  of  a  certain  amount  of  evolution.  During  Maria  Theresa’s  lifetime  four  very 
distinct  obverse  types  were  employed:  prior  to  the  death  of  her  husband,  the  Empress 
was  portrayed  with  a  lightly  armoured  bust;  this  gave  way  to  a  heavy  bust  on  the  first 
issue  following  her  widowing,  although  Gunzburg  continued  to  utilise  the  earlier  bust 
until  1767.  On  5  May  1770,  a  new,  lighter  veil  was  introduced  after  Augsburg  bankers 
complained  of  the  Turks'  reluctance  to  accept  the  widow's  veil.  The  present-day  bust 
was  settled  upon  shortly  before  Maria  Theresa’s  death,  although  the  distinctive  pearly 
brooch  on  the  Empress’  shoulder  had  been  prominent  prior  to  the  introduction  of  the 
Widow's  Veil  and  was  reinstated  by  Vienna  in  1 767.  Until  recently,  it  is  said,  the  Arabs 
of  Yemen  would  actually  reject  a  taler  unless  they  could  feel  the  nine  pearls  of  the 
brooch  with  their  thumb;  a  consignment  of  ten  million  talers  delivered  from  Brussels  in 
1938/39  met  with  widespread  disapproval  because  the  Belgian  engraver  had  omitted 
just  one  pearl  from  the  brooch! 

By  the  early  nineteenth  century,  at  least  four  mints  were  engaged  in  the  production 
of  the  Maria  Theresa  taler:  Vienna,  Mailand  (Milan),  Prague  and  Venedig  (Venice,  a 
colony  absorbed  by  Austria  in  1798,  lost  to  Napoleon  in  1806  and  regained  in  1814).  It 
was  the  two  Italian  mints  who  took  the  initiative  of  replacing  the  arms  of  Upper 
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Austria  with  those  of  Burgau  on  the  reverse  design,  the  last  major  change  in  the 
appearance  of  the  coin,  sometime  around  1856,  with  Vienna  following  suit  before 
I860.  The  shield  now  depicted  the  arms  of  (a)  Hungary,  ancient  and  modern  (harry  of 
eight  argent  and  gules/gules  on  a  mount  in  base  vert,  an  open  crown  or  a  patriarchal 
cross  argent),  (b)  Bohemia  (gules,  a  lion  rampant  argent,  double  queue),  (c)  Bur¬ 
gundy  Ancient  (bendy  of  six  or  and  azure  within  a  bordure  gules)  and  (d)  Burgau 
(bendy  sinister  of  eight  argent  and  gules,  a  pale  or,  replacing  Upper  Austria's  Per  pale 
or,  eagle  displayed  sable,  gules  and  two  pellets  argent).  Over  all.  on  an  escutcheon 
crowned  with  an  Archducal  crown.  Gules  a  fess  argent  {Ulus.  2). 

This  particular  design  had  been  common  on  issues  from  Gunzburg,  the  chief  town 
within  Burgau,  since  1777;  now,  with  Milan  and  Venice  having  both  been  lost  to  the 
newly  unified  Italian  nation,  in  1866  Vienna  turned  to  producing  talers  identical  in 
almost  every  respect  to  those  of  Gunzburg,  even  down  to  replacing  the  initials  of 
Vienna  mint  officials  Johan  Cronberg  and  Franz  Aicherau  (IC:FA)  which  had 
appeared  beneath  the  claws  of  the  eagle  (Ulus.  3)  since  1820  with  those  of  the  officials 
engaged  in  producing  the  1781  Gunzburg  restrikes,  Tobias  Schobl  and  Josef  Flabv 
(S:F). 

Whilst  these  are  the  commonest  initials  to  be  found,  a  handful  of  others  exist. 
E.v.Sd.K.  and  P.S.:I.K.  both  mark  the  work  of  Prague  officials  Paul  Erdmann 
v.Schwingerschuh  and  Ignaz  Kendler,  struck  between  1836-42,  the  initials  of  A.  .1. 
Hammerschmidt  and  G.  Schiekmaver  are  found  on  the  half  million  talers  struck  at 
Karlsburg,  1785-1803,  while  the  simple  letter  B  is  the  regular  mintmark  of  Kremnitz, 
1781-86.  Finally,  a  rare  Gunzburg  issue  is  marked  FS;  this  was  struck  following  the 
death  of  Tobias  Schobl  in  April  1789.  Josef  Flaby  was  promoted  to  his  post  of  mint 
master  and  cashier  Franz  Stehr  now  filled  Flaby's  office.  The  change  in  the  initials, 
however,  was  not  authorised  by  Vienna  and  in  1793,  after  only  a  few  months' 
production,  the  bulk  of  the  new  issue  was  melted  and,  for  a  time,  Gunzburg  dies  were 
cut  at  Vienna  -  hence  an  intriguing  series  marked  S  F,  but  bearing  the  arms  of  Upper 
Austria. 

Milan  and  Venice  also  received  their  dies  direct  from  Vienna,  as  indeed  did 
Karlsburg,  following  a  minor  sensation  in  1814  when  the  engraver  Karl  Wurschbauer 
was  officially  reprimanded  for  neglect  in  the  production  of  dies;  the  Chief  Engraver, 
Harnish.  is  said  to  have  described  Wurschbauer's  efforts  as  the  worst  he  had  ever  seen! 

The  loss  of  the  mints  at  Venice  and  Milan  was  not  too  great  a  hardship  for  their 
Vienna  counterpart;  the  output  of  both  mints  was  small  and  while  it  had  been  the 
Italians  who  had  implemented  the  alteration  in  the  design  of  the  reverse  shield,  it  was

Vienna  who  had  had  to  cut  the  die.  If  anything,  the  losses  cut  the  chief  mint’s 
workload;  dies  no  longer  had  to  be  cut  in  triplicate,  nor  was  Vienna  expected  to  strike 
any  more  local  coinage  for  the  two  cities  (within  both,  denominations  were  in  Italian 
only). 
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Neither  did  the  events  of  1859-66  affect  production  of  the  taler.  Between  1781- 
1866,  just  60  million  talers  had  been  produced  at  seven  mints.  In  the  years  between 
1866  and  1935,  Vienna  alone  struck  in  excess  of  163,202,763.  In  many  places,  in  Africa 
and  the  Middle  East,  the  Maria  Theresa  taler  was  the  only  large  denomination  coin  the 
natives  ever  saw — certainly  it  was  the  only  one  they  would  happily  accept.  In  1926,  the 
Vienna  mint  struck  a  beautiful  800.6  gram  gold  taler  for  presentation  to  the  Abyssinian 
president,  S.  Avazey  (The  coin  is  now  in  the  British  Museum  collection,  ignonimously 
filed  away  with  a  handful  of  common  silver  restrikes,  Illus.  4).  The  presentation 
marked  Vienna's  acknowledgement  of  Abyssinia  (present-day  Ethiopia)  as  the  taler's 
biggest  market,  something  which  had  already  been  evidenced  in  1868,  following  King 
Theodore's  imprisonment  of  certain  British  subjects.  Simply  out  of  necessity  a  large 
number  of  talers  was  procured  from  bullion  merchants  in  Vienna  and  Trieste  and  Sir 
Robert  Napier’s  brilliantly  planned  rescue  expedition  was  loaded  down  with  the  coins 
which  were  the  backbone  of  the  local  economy.  Not  until  the  reign  of  Menelik  II 
(1889-1913)  was  the  country  gifted  with  a  native  currency,  beginning  with  the  issue  of 
the  gold  one  wark,  and  its  fractions,  in  1891.  Even  prior  to  1780  Java,  in  the 
Netherlands  East  Indies,  and  such  Portuguese  colonies  as  Mozambique,  Madeira  and 
the  Azores,  regarded  the  Maria  Theresa  taler  as  superior  even  to  the  coinage  of  the 
occupying  powers,  with  local  countermarks  increasing  the  coin’s  value  by  up  to  60%. 
More  recently,  between  1916-24,  the  Sultan  Monasar  Ibn  Abdullah  of  Qua'ti  counter- 
marked  talers  for  use  in  Hejaz  and  Nejd  (Illus.  5),  while  in  1952  a  series  appeared 
countermarked  with  a  five-sided  Yemeni  coin,  a  one  imadi  piece.  Around  the  same 
time,  ‘Holey’  talers,  from  which  the  centre  had  been  removed  and  the  rim  marked  in 
Arabic,  were  also  issued. 

The  latter  features  appear  on  a  variety  of  mint  types;  beginning  in  1935,  the  Maria 
Theresa  ceased  once  again  to  be  an  exclusively  Austrian  coin  and  was  struck  at  a 
number  of  mints  in  Europe.  Before  considering  these,  however,  one  final  nineteenth 
century  striking  should  be  noted.  While  appearing  identical  to  the  regular  Vienna 
striking  on  first  inspection,  the  letters  SF,  beneath  the  bust,  are  absent,  to  be  replaced 
by  the  hitherto  unkown  ST.  Numerous  theories  have  been  advanced  concerning  the 
origin  of  this  type;  the  initials  were  common  on  certain  German  coins  issued  between 
1780-1820.  However,  the  more  likely  theory  is  that  these  issues  constituted  an 
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unofficial  striking  at  Milan,  c.  1870,  around  the  same  time  as  Italy  began  taking  interest 
m  the  affairs  of  Eritrea  and  Somaliland,  lands  whose  proximity  to  the  stubbornly 
independent  Abyssinia  ensured  the  Maria  Theresa  would  be  given  a  warm  reception  by 
local  traders. 


Certainly  when  the  next  production  of  the  taler  was  taken  out  of  Austria,  it  was 
Italian  interests  in  this  same  corner  of  the  African  continent  which  were  the  cause. 
Mussolini's  attempted  conquest  of  Abyssinia  in  1935  was  almost  wholly  dependent  on 
his  being  able  to  obtain  sufficient  quantities  of  talers  to  form  the  basis  of  a  fiscal 
relationship  between  the  nations.  Attempts  to  supplant  the  taler  with  a  silver  tallero  in 
1918  in  Eritrea  had  already  proved  a  failure,  despite  the  obvious  pains  to  which  the 
engraver  had  gone  to  affect  at  least  a  passable  look-alike  (Ulus.  6).  In  the  spring  of 
1935,  therefore,  Mussolini  approached  Adolf  Hitler  with  the  request  that  an  Italian 
mint  be  allowed  to  coin  the  taler  itself.  I  litter  agreed  and,  under  the  terms  of  an 
agreement  of  9  July  1935,  a  pair  of  dies  and  a  set  of  collars  were  delivered  from  Vienna 
to  Milan  and  thence  to  Rome. 

Mussolini  also  requested,  and  received,  assurances  that  Austria  would  strike  no 
more  than  ten  thousand  talers  a  year  for  her  own  purposes,  thus  ensuring  that  neither 
Abyssinia — nor  any  other  nation  unsympathetic  to  the  Axis  forces— would  be  able  to 
procure  quantities  of  the  coin  from  any  source  but  Italy.  Over  the  ensuing  four  years 
19,445,000  talers  were  struck  at  Rome,  while  Vienna  produced  just  12,865  (300  in 
1935,  2,765  in  1936,  9,800  in  1937,  ceasing  production  then  until  after  World  War  II). 

Italy's  action  prompted  an  immediate  outcry  from  the  world’s  bankers,  especially 
after  Italy  demonetarised  the  taler  in  Ethiopia  in  1938.  Within  a  year,  broker  pressure 
had  forced  the  mints  at  Paris,  London  and  Brussels  to  prepare  their  own  dies  and 
begin  striking  the  taler  for  their  own  use.  Specific  mintage  figures  are  difficult  to  come 
by;  between  1936-39,  the  Royal  Mint  in  London  had  produced  in  excess  of  8,750,000 
talers;  Brussels  9.845,000  with  the  absent  pearl  which  caused  so  much  consternation, 
while  Paris  struck  a  further  4,512,750  (this  figure  includes  the  sporadic  mintings 
undertaken  during  the  war  years).  Utrecht,  too,  prepared  a  consignment  early  in  1939; 
however  they  were  melted  down  upon  the  outbreak  of  war  and  none  are  known  to 
have  survived. 

In  1940.  the  wartime  blockade  of  the  British  Isles  saw  production  of  the  London 
taler  moved  to  Bombay,  with  both  matrices  and  dies  being  shipped  out.  Eighteen 
million  talers  were  struck  in  Bombay  between  1940-41 ,  the  dies  returning  to  London  at 
the  end  of  the  war.  There  they  lay  idle  until  1949,  when  a  fresh  order  was  received. 
Vienna  had  already  resumed  production,  but  only  tentatively;  in  the  ten-year  period 
1946-56,  just  150.000  talers  were  minted  in  Vienna,  a  figure  far  short  of  the  one 
million  the  Royal  Mint  was  asked  to  produce. 
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In  1949,  of  course,  there  were  some  changes  at  the  Royal  Mint,  with  the  obverse 
design  of  all  coinage  bearing  the  bust  of  George  VI  being  modified  to  omit  the  title 
IND  IMP.  Thus,  although  the  total  mintage  figures  for  the  year  were  well  down  on 
previous  output  (coins  produced  for  domestic  circulation,  for  instance,  were  down  on 
1948  by  over  242  million),  the  new  order  was  sent  from  London  to  Ralph  Heaton’s 
mint  at  Birmingham,  again  accompanied  by  the  pre-war  dies. 
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These  issues,  from  London,  Bombay  and  Birmingham,  are  interesting  in  that,  with 
the  exception  of  Brussel's  unfortunate  pre-war  effort,  they  are  alone  in  the  post-1866 
restrike  series  in  being  instantly  identifiable.  Inspection  of  the  tail  feathers  of  the 
Imperial  eagle  reveals  its  central  tail  feather  to  be  missing  (Illus.  7),  a  characteristic 
common  only  to  these  strikings  (it  is  also  worth  noting  that  the  Bombay  series  contains 
a  tiny  amount  of  gold,  in  common  with  the  contemporary  one  rupee  coin). 

Between  1949-56,  Birmingham  was  responsible  for  the  issue  of  3,488,500  talers,  the 
bulk  of  this  figure  being  attained  in  1953,  when  a  fresh  order  necessitated  the  cutting  of 
a  new  set  of  dies.  These  reinstated  the  missing  tail  feather  on  the  Imperial  eagle; 
however,  the  edge  legend — IVSTITIA  ET  CLEMENTIA,  Maria  Theresa’s  personal 
motto — is  almost  equally  characteristic,  being  composed  of  letters  much  thicker  than 
on  other  types.  The  first  word  of  the  legend  is  particularly  noticeable,  being  some  3mm 
shorter  in  length. 

The  attribution  of  talers  struck  elsewhere  in  Europe  during  this  period  is  somewhat 
more  difficult,  relying  solely  on  the  shape  of  the  edge  arabesque  and  reverse  saltire. 
This  applies  also  to  those  coins  struck  in  Vienna  on  either  side  of  the  war,  with  an 
additional  check  being  supplied  by  lining  up  the  collars  of  various  issues.  While  the 
lettering  is  of  a  common  length,  the  positioning  of  the  rosettes  on  recent  Vienna 
strikings  is  slightly  to  the  right  of  that  on  those  of  a  century  previous. 

Brussels,  Paris  and  London  all  struck  the  taler  during  the  1950s,  Brussels  producing 
in  excess  of  11,500,000  in  the  three  years  1954-57  (with  the  absent  pearl  judiciously 
replaced  in  the  brooch)  (Illus.  8);  Paris  close  to  12,000,000  prior  to  1959,  and  London 
just  over  five  million  before  operations  ceased  in  1961.  There  were  two  main  reasons 
for  the  closure:  first,  although  she  was  still  producing  less  than  a  million  talers  a  year, 
Vienna  had  finally  resumed  large  scale  production  of  the  coin  in  1957  and,  second,  the 
market  for  the  taler  was  gradually  diminishing.  Saudi  Arabia  had  demonetarised  the 
coin  in  1928,  while  in  Abyssinia,  its  reintroduction  by  the  British  in  1941  survived  only 
until  1945.  Yemen,  Aden  and  Kuwait,  the  only  other  territories  to  be  using  the  coin  in 
appreciable  quantities  each  required  fewer  every  year.  With  this  in  mind,  the  Viennese 
government  finally  requested  that  all  outside  mints  cease  production  by  1961 ,  at  which 
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time  only  the  Royal  Mint  was  still  actively  issuing  (although  the  Paris  mint  continued 
to  sell  the  coin  as  an  example  of  medallic  art  until  1966). 
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Vienna  strikings  since  that  date  have  been  uniform  with  the  pre-war  issues  and  only 
one  major  variation  has  been  noted  in  recent  years;  that  is  a  type  bearing  an  arabesque 
very  similar  to  the  one  used  bv  the  Brussels  mint,  but  inscribed  with  the  word  'COPY' 
to  the  right  of  the  initials  SF  (lllns.  9).  Furthermore,  the  actual  collar  is  clearly 
sectioned,  while  the  tail  of  the  Imperial  eagle  is  lacking  the  two  tiny  feathers  which 
protrude  on  either  side  of  the  main  assemblage.  Finally,  an  extra  pellet  appears  on  the 
tape  to  the  right  of  the  Imperial  Crown,  a  characteristic  common  on  certain  early 
Gunzburg  restrikes.  The  origins  of  this  particular  type  are  unknown;  very  few  are 
known  to  exist  and  it  is  possible  they  represent  a  test  striking  of  some  abandoned 
medallic  issue,  most  likely  of  French  or  Belgian  origin. 


Although  it  does  still  circulate  within  a  limited  sphere  in  the  Middle  East,  the  Maria 
Theresa  taler  today  (Ulus.  10)  is  little  more  than  a  numismatic  curiosity,  an  anachro¬ 
nism,  struck — and  revered — as  much  for  its  qualities  as  a  conversation  piece  as 
anything  else.  Its  continued  existence  owes  as  much  to  tradition  as  any  trade  value  the 
coin  may  have;  it  is,  however,  a  very  tangible  slice  of  history,  particularly  in  Austria, 
where  Maria  Theresa  has  appeared  twice  on  commemorative  coins  in  the  past  two 
decades;  in  1967,  a  25-schilling  coin  (Ulus.  11)  marked  the  250th  anniversary  ot  her 
birth;  thirteen  years  later  a  100-schilling  commemorated  the  200th  anniversary  of  her 
death,  in  Vienna,  at  the  age  of  63. 

Maria  Theresa  may  not  have  been  the  greatest  ruler  the  I  labsburg  Empire  ever  had, 
but  she  was  one  of  the  most  loved.  The  ongoing  saga  of  the  coin  which  has  borne  her 
name  for  the  past  two  centuries  also  ensures  that  she  is  one  ot  the  best  remembered.

The  story  is  told  of  the  three  different  sites 
the  Mint  has  occupied  over  the  last  seven 
‘hundred  years  -  the  Tower  of  London  itself. 
Tower  Hill  and  Llantrisant. 

These  form  the  three  main  parts  of  the  hook. 
Preceding  them  is  an  introductory  section. 
Origins,  which  emphasises  the  importance  of 
London  as  a  centre  of  coining  since  the  time  of 
the  usurping  Roman  Emperor  Carausius  ( 287— 
293  A.D.). 

Although  London  and,  today,  Llantrisant 
are  the  locations  of  prime  importance  where 


the  Mint  is  concerned,  the  work  of  various 
other  official  mints,  medieval  and  modern,  is 
not  overlooked. 

The  text  is  easy  to  read  hut  is  nevertheless 
packed  with  interesting  information.  The  illus¬ 
trations  are  imaginative  and  varied.  They  show 
not  only  the  products  of  the  Mint  -  coins, 
medals,  seals,  etc.  hut  also  some  of  the  people 
connected  with  it.  and  buildings  and  machi¬ 
nery  past  and  present.  Also  included  are  vari¬ 
ous  maps.  Drawings  and/or  photographs 
abound  on  almost  every  page,  many  in  superb 
colour. 

All  in  all.  this  excellent  production  -  a  bar¬ 
gain  at  the  price  -  should  be  enjoyed  In 
anyone  with  an  interest  in  numismatics, 
whether  experienced  or  not.

The  Royal  Mint's  Arms,  granted  by  a  Kings 
of  Arms  Certificate  in  1982,  have  an  interest¬ 
ing  history.  They  originated  over  four  hundred 
years  previously. 

The  corporation  of  Mint  officers,  which  had 
been  established  in  the  thirteenth  century,  had 
earned  itself  special  esteem  as  a  result  of  the 
extensive  recoinage  early  in  the  reign  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  I.  It  was  thus  not  surprising  that  this 
achievement  should  be  acknowledged  by  a 
grant  of  Arms,  though  it  seems  probable  that 
the  Arms  were  never  actually  used  until  the 
idea  was  revived  within  the  last  decade. 

The  authors  have  researched  carefully  into 
how  the  Arms  got  their  various  charges,  iden¬ 
tifying  several  individual  Mint  officials  there¬ 
from.  This  specialist  booklet  is  well  illustrated 
and  is  an  interesting  account  of  a  peripheral 
aspect  of  the  Royal  Mint.

John  Melville  Jones.  A  Dictionary  of  Ancient 
Greek  Coins.  London,  Seaby,  1986.  9^  x  6lin., 
248  pages,  five  alphabetic  tables  and  365  illus¬ 
trations  of  coins.  Cloth,  £25.00. 

This  is  a  dictionary  arranged  of  course, 
alphabetically  from  Abacus  to  Zodiac  and  in¬ 
cludes  a  wide  conspectus  of  the  features  on 
Greek  coins,  relevant  numismatic  terms,  his¬ 
torical  personages,  metals  in  use  and  currency 
terminology.  It  is  surprising  just  how  much 
useful  information  is  packed  between  the  two 
covers.  The  Greek  gods  and  goddesses  are  well 
and  pithily  described,  Apollo  meriting  three 
pages,  is  said  to  be  the  'most  Greek  of  all  the 
gods’  yet  he  was  actually  of  very  ancient  Indo- 
European  ancestry  and  originally  a  protector 
against  pestilence.  Hercules  is  also  well  treated 
with  details  of  his  Twelve  Labours.  But  the 
book  is  mainly  for  collectors  and  they  are  well 
served  by  the  three  pages  on  denominations, 
the  two  on  weight  standards  and  two  and  a  half 
on  counterfeit  coins.  There  are  succinct  defini¬ 
tions  of  coins  such  as  Didrachm,  Drachma, 
Obol,  Tetradrachm,  etc.  At  the  end  are  five 
Tables  of  Alphabets  from  Italy,  Greece, 
Cyprus  and  the  Near  East  and  even  the  letters 
on  Graeco-Indian  coins. 


The  author  has  deliberately  attempted  to 
keep  the  book  to  a  reasonable  size  and  price. 
Some  may  find  the  entries  too  short  but  a 
Bibliographic  Guide  includes  titles  of  books, 
mainly  in  German  and  French,  from  which 
serious  collectors  can  obtain  further  infor¬ 
mation.  Apart  from  the  obvious  use  to  all 
those  interested  in  Greek  coins,  it  is  a  delight¬ 
ful  book  to  pick  up,  open  at  random  and 
casually  read  its  fascinating  pieces  of  infor¬ 
mation.  The  book  is  well  produced  on  paper 
suitable  for  the  high  quality  of  the  many  illus¬ 
trations  of  coins.

Dory,  Baron  Ludwig  and  Kubinszky,  Mihaly. 
Die  Eisenbahn  auf  der  Medaille  in  Mittleuropa 
von  den  Angiingen  bis  1945.  Dr.  Busso  Peuss 
Nachf.  192  pp.,  315  halftone  ills,  in  text. 

This,  the  most  recent  publication  dealing  with 
railway  medals,  will  be  welcomed  by  numisma¬ 
tists  and  railway  enthusiasts  alike  since  there  has 
been  no  substantial  catalogue  pf  the  material 
published  since  the  second  edition  of  Auguste 
Moyaux's  work  appeared  in  1910. 

The  book  will  be  of  particular  interest  to 
collectors  of  railway  medals,  since  there  are 
many  medals  published  for  the  first  time  and  the 
excellent  enlarged  illustrations  enable  the  stu¬ 
dent  to  appreciate  the  medals  to  the  full. 

The  catalogue  ends  with  those  medals  struck 
c.  1945;  a  significant  date  in  railway  history  at 
which  the  much  loved  steam  engine  began  to 
give  way  to  the  less  romantic  era  of  diesel  trains. 
Also  dealt  with  are  the  working  methods  of 
engravers  and  the  evolution  of  engines  and 
coaches.  This  information,  together  with  de¬ 
scriptions  and  illustrations  of  medals  depicting 
railway  stations,  bridges  and  tunnels  makes  the 
book  a  valuable  contribution  to  our  knowledge 
of  the  subject. 

The  book  essentially  deals  with  the  German 
speaking  countries  of  Europe,  but  with  some 
degree  of  latitude,  to  include  Alsace,  Switzer¬ 
land,  Austria  and  the  Hapsburg  monarchy, 
together  with  the  states  resulting  from  the  latter 
after  the  first  world  war.  These  somewhat  loose 
boundaries  were  found  by  the  authors  to  be 
necessary  since  political  frontiers  altered  consi¬ 
derably  during  the  period  covered  by  the  book. 

The  work  will  be  of  particular  value  to  Ger¬ 
man  speaking  collectors,  but  those  who  do  not 
have  this  facility  will  also  find  much  here  to 
interest  them.  The  book  is  well  made,  attractive 
and  the  information  detailed;  that  being  so,  it  is 
a  pity  that  no  mention  has  been  made  of  the 
metals  in  which  the  pieces  were  struck,  a  con¬ 
siderable  error  from  a  collector’s  point  of  view. 
This  omission  should  not,  however,  deter  a  col¬ 
lector  from  acquiring  a  copy.

Chester  17th  Century  Token:  1  have  just  been 
shown  a  copy  of  the  Bulletin  containing  the 
admirable  article  by  Mr.  C.  N.  Moore  on  the 
Chester  token  issued  by  Thomas  Gamul. 


Mr.  Moore  takes  the  opportunity  to  draw 
readers'  attention  to  four  more  Chester  tokens 
not  m  Williamson's  Boyne,  but  there  is  at  least 
one  other  so-called  unpublished  token  to  which 
he  does  not  allude,  namely  the  1670  penny 
issued  by  John  Salmon.  An  example  of  this  is  in 
the  Ashmolean  Museum;  others  (or  perhaps  a 
single  specimen  changing  hands)  were  in  the 
Mactadven  collection  ( 1907),  the  Numismatic 
Circular,  July-August  1923,  and  the  Carthew 
collection  ( 1946). 

The  small  cinquefoil  stops  used  on  the  Gamul 
token  first  appeared  nationally  in  1667  ( BNJ 
1981,  p.  173),  although  it  was  not  until  1668/9 
that  tokens  with  this  mark  were  widely  issued. 
Mr.  Moore  can  remain  confident  that  the  token 
must  have  appeared  after  Gamul  had  become 
a  freeman  of  the  Citv. — P.  .1.  PRESTON-

Neumann's  original  six-volume  set  was  pub¬ 
lished  m  Prague  from  1858  to  1872  and  was  a 
monumental  work  on  the  known  copper  coins  of 
the  world.  The  Italian  section  is  still  one  of  the 
most  useful  and  detail  references  for  Italian 
copper  coins,  apart  from  the  20  volume  Corpus 
Nummorum  Italicorum.  It  lists  and  describes  an 
enormous  number  of  varieties.  The  German  text 
is  easy  to  follow  for  those  with  tin  elementary 
knowledge  ol  German  grammar  and  access  to  a 
dictionary,  but  tor  convenience  I  have  added  a 
short  German-English  glossary  of  commonly 
occurring  words. 

I  he  original  edition  ol  the  complete  Neumann 
is  now  very  difficult  to  find  and  therefore  usually 
extremely  expensive.  In  addition  collectors  with 
a  special  interest  in  Italian  coins  will  probably 
not  require  all  of  it.  This  reprint  includes,  in  one 
volume,  till  those  pages  dealing  with  Italy  from 
volumes  1.  2.  5  and  6.  with  Ins  illustrations 


rearranged  on  three  plates.  New  varieties  seen 
by  me  have  been  added  to  the  text  and  20  new 
coins,  tokens  and  monevweights  described  and 
also  illustrated  on  two  plates.  An  enlarged  Index 
giving  rulers,  dates  and  places  has  also  been 
com  piled. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  reissue  will  be  welcomed 
by  all  collectors  of  Italian  coins,  particularly 
those  already  having  some  knowledge  of  the 
subject  and  now  wanting  more  detailed  infor¬ 
mation  on  varieties,  or  coins  from  an  early 
period  described  onlv  in  specialised  works  or  in 
the  Corpus.
